_ POLITICAL MEASURE 
of the session. When Robeson opened the 
caucus as vresiding officer, he said a divided 
party could net expect to accomplish aay re- 
sults. Public measures Of importance were 
pressing upon the attention of the country and 
the party, and action should not longer be 
avoided. He asked the pleasure of the caucus. 
John Dwight, of Kentucky, commenced by ad- 
vocating the Logan Educational bill. He 
thought this an excelient measure, which should 
receive the cavous indorsement. Cannon, of 
Itinois, suggested that as that measure was not 
before the House it would not be worth while 
to discuss it in caucus. Hiscock suggested that 
the Caucus Committee probably had some pur- 
pose in calling the Republicans together, and

Dr. De Wolf and Controller Gurney did not 
succeed in obtaining a report on the Vaccina- 
tion bill from the Senate Health Committee to- 
day, as they had hoped. Ou the contrary, more 
opposition was encountered than was expected. 
Senator Garland, for instance, who is very strong 
on constitutional points, objects to the last sec- 
tion of the bill, which provides that the cost of 
maintaining the emigrants, in case itis neces- 
sary to detain them in quarantine, shall be a lien 
upon the vessel. He thinks that such a charge 
ought ‘not to be placed upon com- 
meree, Mr. Jonas, of Louisiana, is strongly 
opposed, and always has been, to the National 
Board of Health, and strenuously resists evéry 
effort of that board to control the quarantine 
affairs of New Orleans, or to interfere with the 
Louisiana State Board of Health. For this rea- 
son, he is opposed to any bill strengthening the 
powers of the National Board. 

WARNER MILLER, OF NEW YORK, 
thinks that the charge of maintaining the emi- 
grants in quarantine ought not to he laid on the 
vessel, but that it should come out of 
the accumulated fees of the Health 
Office.

on, twenty miles distant, the last 
station between Hickman and 
the party returned to their 
craft. At 11:30 the Stafford took her departure, 
accompanied by the cheers of the crowd con- 
gregated on the levee in spite of the rain that 
commenced to fall afew minutes before. The 
dispatehes forwarded via Sikeston gave a gen- 
eral deseription of the situation between New 
Madrid and Gayoso. There was bardly anything 
to note between New Madrid and Point Pleasant. 
seven miles below, the next objective point. 
Dwellings were apparently few and far between. 
i _ POINT PLEASANT, 
a thriving village from which large quanti- 
ties of corn are shipped, is opposit Obion 
City, Tenn, the latter a short distauce 
beyoud the Kentucky line across the 
country. it is about three miles to Island 10, 
which is twenty miles behind by river. This 
fact will convey ap intelligent idea of the pe- 
culiar windings of the giant Mississippi between 
Point Pleasant and Prairie Bend, in which 
Gayoso is located. The country is extremely 
rich and productive, yieiding immense crops, 
principaliy corn. Riddie’s Point, three miles 
below Point Pleasant, is the landing for that 
section. Point Pleasant, reached in a drizzling 
rain, belied its name, which, however, must be 
appropriate in fairer weather, as all its sur- 
roundings have a neat appearance. A landing 
was effected with difficulty, and a gauntlet of mud 
aud water run before interviews could be had. 
The inhabitants assert that they have not suf- 
fered except from inconvenience, but that 
THE DISTRESS LOWER DOWN MUST BE TER- 
RIBLE. 
They say that from a point below Tiptonville to 
a very short distance from Memphis there is no 
land to be seen. The river at Point Pieasant 
had risen about an inch since morning, but was 
three feet lower than at the wort stage of the 
inundation. “The farther down you go the 
worse you will find it,” said one, and 
the bystandcrs reichoed the sentiment. 
Capt. Robinson and Mr. F. Yount, leading 
men, stated that during the hight of the water 


- the town was inundated to the depth of forty- 


two inches, the water washing out towards the 
bettoms with such force as to wash blocks from 
beneath houses. Even now the water is over 
six inches deep in the main street, and the evi- 
dencesof destruction are as various as mani- 
fold. Houses are to be seen bearing that gen- 
eralair of dilapidation such as only an carth- 
quake or tremendous flood could work. 

A GREAT DEAL OF SUFFERING 

was wrought the low lying country contiguous, 
and many are the escapes recorded. For nearly 
two weeks the ferryboat R. S. Triplett labored 
night ana day rescuing those who stuck to their 
homes until it was too late to fiee before the 
angry flood. Many were taken out through the 
gable ends of houses, stock being rescued from 
the lower floors by removing doors. A great 
many were taken out without a moment to 
spare, the buildings commencing to quake and 
tumble while the work of saivation was 
proceeding, only to float off down the 
river, when, through the agency of men’s 
watiring industry, the city nad been re- 
lieved of their precious freight.

The Way So Mach Water Impresses 
People at Helena, Ark. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Hevena, Ark., March 15.—Your correspondent 
continues to receive most harrowing accounts 
from the overflowed and destitute people. The 
violence of this flood far exceeds any of the 
previous ones of 1862 and 1867. The floods were 
mild compared to this rushing body of water 
that has carried everything before it, or, more 
properly speaking, under it. Lands and pianta- 
tions hitherto unknown to overflow, and sup- 
posed to be as safe from water as Mount Blaue, 
are now lying a vast ocean, the former 
oceupants drifting about on rafts, seeking 
shelter perhaps in some old loft or 
gin-house, and even trees having lost every 
vestige of their former possessions. A gentie- 
man from Trenton, a flourishing littie town not 
far distant from Helena, gives a graphic ac- 
count of his locality. This neighborhood, or the 
most part of it, 

HAD NEVER KNOWN OVERFLOW, 

and only in those parte where the water peue- 
trated has it ever reached to more than one to 
two feet in depth. The people supposed that 
their stock would be safe if driven to the high- 
est points, but now these highest lands 
are covered, and hundreds of  cat- 
tie and stock have perished. There is 
said to be in all that vicinity only one house 
capable of occupancy, and that a gin-house 
about ten feet from the ground.

Streeter wanted it understood that he was not 
an enemy of the railroads of Lilipois, On the con- 
trary, be was an earnest friend to them in every- 
thing that was legitimate and right. Althou 
the people bad subscribed immense sums for 
the construction of rail and had been 
swindied, if anything was attempted that eu- 
danyge the railroad corporations of Illinois 
he would be the first to come to the front in 
their defense. He hoped the convention 
would show that it was friendly to the 
rail corporations were uneasy 
about this meeting.

A. O. Bishop, a Chicago Communist, argued 
atlength in favor ot the theory that Gov- 
ernment should condemn and assume absolute 
ownership of the railroads anc other highways, 
and have the products of the country carried at 
actual cost. 

A delegate asserted that the trouble was that 
the farmers depended for their education upon 
the press, which was the mightiest power in the 
land; but the papers were bought up by the 
monopolists, and the farmers were in fact being 
educated by their enemies. 

The Chairman thought the trouble with the 
Railroad Commission was that they were re- 
sponsible only to the Governor and not to the 
people. The remedy lays in having the Com- 
missioners elected by the people.

Ir is telegraphed from Washington that 
the sub-committee of the House Committee 
on Ways and Means will today bring ina 
report recommending a reduction in the 
internal taxes which will strike off nearly 
$70,000,000 of revenue annualiy. The manu- 
facturers and dealers in whisky, malt liquors. 
tobacco, and cigars will be the ,chief benefi- 
ciaries of the proposed raue if it can be 
confirmed by Congress. The repeal of the 
taxes on bank-checks, capital, and deposits, 
patent medicines, cosmetics, matches, etc., 
is merely incidental, and only tacked on to 
secure additional support to repeal whisky 
and tobacco taxes. The scheme is an out- 
rage on the people and redolent of corrup- 
tion. The proposed sacrifice of taxes levied 
upon luxuries, appetites, and vices, and col- 
lected without exciting a single protest from 
the consumers who pay the tax, is avowedly 
suggested in order to retain exorbitant 
tariff taxation upon the necessaries of life 
which consumers pay with a pang in every 
purchase they are forced to make. The dis- 
ilier and :whisky-dealer, the grower and 
manufacturer of tobacco, and the dramseller 
and chronic tippler are to be pampered in order 
that excessive duties may be maintained on 
all classes of iron and steel, on clothing of 
every description, on linen, cotton, silk, 
and woolen goods, on leather, on furniture 
and household utensils, on glass and crock- 
ery, and cutlery, and in order that exorbitant 
prices may be exacted from the mass of the 
people, and especially from the farmers,for the 
implements they use and upon the steel used 
in the transportation of their products to 
market. There was never a more barefaced 
swindle on the American public, and it is 
hard to conceive that it can command the 
support of a majority of the National Legis- 
lature, which ostensibiy represents the inter- 
ests of the whole people.

Speaker KeIFER was put in an embar- 
rassing position yesterday, first by his own 
rashness, and, secondly, by his lack ef or- 
dinary presence ot mind. He called Money, 
of Mississippi, to order early in the day, and 
rebuked him for speaking bovisterously after 
he had been told that he was not entitled to 
the floor. The Speaker inconsiderately said 
that, in future, he would consider it his duty 
to “reprimand” any member who should 
insist upon speaking out of order. Now, the 
Speaker, undér the rules, has no power to 
“reprimand” a member in a formal way.

and ask a vote of censure. But the extraor- 
dinary power of reprimandng a member 
has never been reposed in any Speaker. 
When Money rose t a question of 
privilege, and read from the official report 
the language of the Speaker, the latter was 
in a delicate situation. He had a good case, 
and if he had been a quick-witted man could 
have made a perfect defense of his conduct 
and completely subdued Money. But, in his 
slow, biundering, muddled way, the Speaker 
at first attempted to be more arbitrary than 
before, and finally closed with something 
like an apology and asuperfluous acknowl- 
edgment of Money’s “courteous conduct in 
the past.“ The scene was humiliating to the 
Republicans. Money cared as little for the 
Speaker’s praises as he did for his censure. 
What Keifer should have said, in the first 
place, was, that if members persisted in 
violating order he would be obliged to 
“name” them and call the attention of the 
House to the subject. Having inad- 
vertently used the word “ reprimand,” 
he should have explained, when Money rose 
to his question of privilege, first, that ne had 
not meant to “ reprimand’’ him for disorder

Blaine should have sought private inter- 
views with Suipherd; for, if they were held, 
they would damage the ex-Secretary in 
public opinion, however innocent their char- 
acter might be. The Senate Foreign Affairs 
Committee is waiting until the House in- 
vestigation is concluded, intending to cover 
points overlooked and to supplement the 
investigation if any facts shall seem to have 
been neglected. It already has a promising 
field to begin on in the case of Senator Blair. 


J AY-GOULDISM. 


Whatever Jay Gould’s motives may have 
been in exhibiting to a committee of Wall 
street capitalists an immense block of the se- 
curities he owns, said to exceed 58 millions— 
whether it was his purpose to restore bis 
eredit, which has been attacked several times 
within the past year, or to inspire the “ bulls” 
of the street with confidence and strike the 
„bears with terror, or to cover up some 
speculative intrigue to the success of which 
it Is necessary that the speculators shall be- 
lieve him to be a bull—is not of great conse- 
quence to the general public, however much 
it may perplex the Wall street operators. 

The vital significance of this novel display 
of stocks is the indication that Jay Gould is 
worth in the neighborhood of $100,000,000, 
That is a revelation which, in consideration 
of the short period of time required and noto- 
rious methods employed for the accumula- 
tion of such fabulous wealth, cannot fail to 
arrest the attention of the whole country, and 
ought to receive earnest consideration from 
thinking men. 

The securities which Mr. Gould flashed be- 
fore Messrs. Sage, Field, and Work agegre- 
gated $53,000,000 on par value. But they 
consisted only of the stocks which had been 
attacked most viciously by the bears. He 
displayed Western Union, Missouri Pacific, 
Manhattan Elevated, Wabash, and the New 
York and Metropolitan Elevated stocks to 
that amount. But Mr. Gould did not pro- 
duce any of lds bonds. It is not reasonable 
to suppose that a man of such vast wealth 
would neglect to invest a considerable por- 
tion of it in Government and other bonds 
regarded as absolutely safe. He did not 
show any Iron Mountain or St. Louis, Kansas 
& Pacific, or any Union Pacific stock, and it is 
nét reasonable to suppose that a man who 
once controlled that road, if he does not 
now, would part with all his interestin it, 
when it is known to have been the, best 
paying stock, all things considered, which 
he ever owned. He furnished neo list 
of the various Texas railroad stocks 
in which he is known to be largely 
interested. He made no estimate of the 
vaiue of other properties he owns, such as 
the St. Louis bridge, the Mississippi barge 
line, a large amount of valuable real estate, 
and manifold other possessions. It seems 
entirely within bounds, therefore, to esti- 
mate the par value of Jay Gould’s property 
at $100,000,000; it may be that the present de- 
pression reduces the convertible value some- 
what for the time being, but this is only 
temporary, and the rich promise of certain 
of his investments will fully offset the de- 
cline in some of his securities. 

This enormous wealth, which carries with 
itso much power, has been ‘concentrated in 
the hands of one man certainly within twen- 
ty years, and the great bulk of it within the 
past ten years. It is not the result 
of natural aceretion or legitimate en- 
terprise. Jay Gould has transferred it 
from a number of others to him- 
self by a series of manipulations, all 
more or less in violation of public morals. 
Twenty years ago Jay Gould was an obscure 


broker, associated with Jim Fisk, with no 


particular amount of wealth or influence. 
The wrecking of the Erie Railroad. in which 
he carried off most of the plunder while his 
partner shouldered most of the blame, was 
the foundation of the pyramidal fortune he 
has since built up. 

There is something radically wrong in a 
system which enables one man to plunder 
tens of thousands of people to the extent of 
100 millions of dollars within a dozen or 
fifteen years. It is only the contemplation 
of such monstrous pillage which makes Com- 
munism comprehensible. 

But it is not reflection on Jay Gould’s past 
achievements, along with others in the same 
line, so much as itis the forecast of future 
possibilities in the same direction which 
should startle the country and appeal to its 
public men. It Jay Gould, not yet 350 
years old, be worth $100,000,000, that 
fact gives color to the recent esti- 
mate which sets down Vanderbilt’s 
wealth at $200,000,000, The aggregate wealth 
of eight or ten others who might be named, 
if concentrated, would represent the control 
of $500,000,000, directly and indirectly, in the 
hands of a small coterie of utterly selfish 
men—men who may be fairly called unscru- 
pulous in their dealings with the public. It 
is not surprising that the New York Hven- 
ing Post should declare that Gould has 
absorbed and consolidated so much of the 
available wealth of the country that any at- 
tack on his credit is getting to be in its char- 
acter and effects more and more like an at- 
tack on the credit of the United States.” 
The situation is really still more formidable. 
Such a concentration of wealth is a menace 
to the prosperity of the country. 

Gould, Vanderbilt, and a half-dozen others 
are in & position to conspire successfully 
against public interests. It is entirely with- 
in future possibilities that the entire railroad 


of the country, and proceed to the very verge 
of confiscation. Such a system of plunder 
will impoverish the country only to pile up 
more millions and new power for themselves. 
So far there has been no Government inter- 
ference to head off ot regulate this natural 
culmination of concentrated wealth. Shall 
there be any in the future? With every year 
and every day the giants of monopoly are ac- 


cumulating still vaster wealth with which to. 


stamp out opposition, stifle criticism, and 
buy up legisla The power of resistance 
by lawful and al means is constantly 
diminishing by delay. If it comes to the 
worst—if despotism shall grow up in this 
country under the aecumulation of wealth 
instead of the divine right of Kings—there 
will be only one remedy. Revolution is the 
only refuge against oppression, whatever 
form it may take or whatever origin it may 
have had. 

A clique of Jay Goulds, with sufficient 
power based on accumulated wealth, may be 
as formidable, devastating, and ruinous as 
were the Barons of Briton under the feudal 
system. Emancipation from such tyrahny— 
and there is none more haughty or heartless 
than the tyranny of boundless wealth—can 
only be hoped for in revolt, Despotism 
thrives till it overreaches itself and goads its 
victims beyond human endurance. itis for 
the political representatives of the people to 
determine whether the progress of the Jay 
Goulds shall be arrested by protecting the 
people, individually and in communities, 
from continued plunder, or whether the 
march of monopoly shall be tolerated until 
the people themselves shall rise up in revo- 
lution against itand perhapscarry with them 
vengeance, destruction, and chaos. 


LEGALIZED VAMPIRES. 

The investigations now being conducted by 
the New York Senate and Assembly Insur- 
ance Committees into the methods pursued 
by Receivers of insurance companies, though 
not yet concluded, have developed some 


‘startling Instances of the manner in which 


these legalized vampires suck the life-blood 
out of policyholders in fees, salaries, and 
commissions to clerks and attorneys. Among 
the witnesses examined by the Senate Com- 
mittee was Mr. Henry B. Pierson, an Albany 
broker, who was Receiver for three compa- 
nies. During the course of his examination 
the following colloquy occurred: 

Mr. Titus—Under the bead of —— in the 
report for 1880 you have charged here $404,000. 
What do you include in that?

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER JOBS. 

The Republican members of the House of 
Representatives exhibited a commendable 
disposition yesterday to scrutinize closely all 
the projects for committing the General Gov- 
ernment to a scheme of building or repair- 
ing the Mississippi River levees. The dis- 
cussion arose during the considerahon of the 
Senate bill appropriating $100,000 for the re- 
lief of sufferers by the recent floods. The 
House Appropriations Committee reported 
this bill back with two amendments. The 
first increased the amount from $100,000 to 
$150,000; the second authorized the Secre- 
tary of War in his discretion to employ suf - 
ferers to strengthen the levees at points 
where there was immediate danger. There 
was no opposition to the first amendment, 
but the second excited a lively debate. 

Marsh, of Lilinois, dirgeted attention to the 
looseness of the second amendment. It 
might, he said, commit the Government to 
the general policy of caring for the levees. 
It seemed to make the Nation responsible for 
the levees, and to begin a system of improve- 
ments which might cost $100,000,000 before it 
was finished. But the whole expenditure 
would be for the benefit of private landown- 
ers. Marsh was opposed to it, root and 
branch, and would never consent by his vote 
to pledge the credit of the Government to so 
large an undertaking under the pretext of 
relieving sufferers. Robinson of Massachu- 
setts, Cannon of IIlinois, and Hiscock of 
New York assented to Marsh’s argument so 
far as to admit that the amendment 
ought to be carefully guarded in this 
respect. A proviso was therefore inserted 
in it reciting that nothing contained in the 
act should be construed to commit the Gov- 
ernment to the policy of maintaining or im- 
proving the Mississippi levees. With this 
explanatory clause, the bill passed with the 


ib 
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ly be hoodwinked and persuaded to appro- 
priate a large sum of money for levees. The 
Commerce Committee, for example, has been 
invited to appropriate $4,000,000 for the im- 
provement of “the channel of the Missis- 
sippi, and has resolved, it is said, to award 
$1,000,000 for this object. The House Com- 
mittee on Levees and Improvements of the 
Mississippi River has other big schemes be- 
fore it under various disguises, the least of 
which, if adopted, Would sequire an imme- 
diate appropriation of $5,000,000. But there 
is no danger that any of these jobs will get 
through if the majority of the House under- 
stands them. There is more virtue on the 
Republican side and less on the Democratic 
side than has been commonly supposed. 
There is need of great watchfulness in the 
House, for the Democrats in the Senate are 
much inelined to sink $10,000,000 or $20,000,- 
000 in the quicksands of the Mississippi. 
Almost at the moment that the House was 
discussing the subject the Senate had under 
consideration Garland’s bill appropriating 


} $15,000,000 for the construction, completion, 


repairing, and preservation of levees on the 
Mississippi River,” and Vest's bill giving 
$10,000,000 “for the improvement of the 
Mississippi and Missouri Rivers.“ The mis- 
leading title of Vest’s bill is worth noticing. 
It says nuthing about levees, but it aims at 
nothing else. The House bills for the im- 
provement of “the channel” of the river 
have the same general object in view. It 
would soon be found, if a big appropriation 
should be made for improyme the channels, 
that the end could be reached in no other 
way than by the building of levees. The ex- 
perience of the Government with the en- 
gineers appointed to supervise Capt. Eads’ 
work at the jetties is a sufficient warnmg 
that implicit confidence should not be re- 
posed in the judgment of army officers with 
reference to river improvements. Every bill 
looking to a large outlay on the Mississippi 
River should be carefully watched, and it is 
a cheering fact that the majority in the 
House is disposed to do the watching. 


SARAH BURR’S WILL. 

But yesterday the name of Sarah Burr was 
unknown to the world; today it is known 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land, and is mentioned with admirahon by 
all and with love wherever there is sorrow 
and suffering, while future generations will 
rise up and call her biessed. In the midst of 
so much of selfishness, and meanness, and 
actual oppression; in the midst of so much 
of suffering unrelieved, and of poverty un- 
helped by wealth; in the midst of great fort- 
unes squandered in dissipation and con- 
sumed in litigation, how “shines a good deed 
in a naugiity world”! 

The dispatches briefly inform us, and it 
would have been very interesting had they 
told us more, that Sarah Burr, who was a 
maiden lady, 85 years of age, died afew days 
ago in New York without heirs, She in- 
herited a handsome property from her par- 
ents and sisters. Sbe lived in comparative 
seclusion, frugally and unostentatiously. 
She made no show in the world and 
spent no money upon the emptinesses 
of fashion and luxury. Her house 
hold retinue was smail in number. 
Her name did not figure in receptions, nor 
were her garments described by Jenkins. 
She husbanded her large income, and by 
judicious management increased her store, 
with the definit object in view of doing all 
the good she could after she had gone. She 
was ;religious by nature, and evidently 
studied the doctrines of Paul and the ex- 
ample of Christ, and sought to miake her life 
contorm to both. To do good to others was 
the steady aim of her life, and she made 
charity the greatest in the trinity of virtues, 
and when she died and entered the better 
world she found, what not many millionaires 
will find, that she had opened up an account 
in the ledgers of Heaven which would cover 
a multitude of sins, if the good old lady had 
them. She had no heirs to contest and liti- 
gate over her fortune, and so she made heirs 
of nearly a hundred institutions of education 
and charity, and distributed a part of her 
great wealth among the deaf, the dumb, the 
blind, the cripples, the poor and the home 
less, and devoted the rest of it to the 
spread of education and religion. Her 
fortune is estimated at $3,000,000. Of this 
about $200,000 were divided amoag her exec- 
utors, friends, relatives, and servants; $200,- 
000 more for the establishment of adispensary 
in New York; $805,000 among seventy-three 
educational, religious, and charitabie institu- 
tions; $70,000 for the founding of educational 
and missionary institutions; the residue of 
the estate, about $1,500,000, to be divided 
equally between the New York Bible Socie- 
ty, the American Church Mission Society, 
the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society, the American Colonization 
Society, and the New York Dispensary. 

This is the bright side of Sarah Burr’s be- 
quests, Unfortunately, there may bea dark 
side also, though it throws no shadow upon 
the memory of the beautiful charity of the 
donor or her great love for suffermg human- 
ity. In these days of mismanagement the in- 
evitable question comes up, How much of 
this largess will reach the unfortunates for 
whom it was intended? In some cases, es- 
pecially where the bequests are for religious 
and educational purposes, the Bishop of the 
diocese where the money is to be applied 
is made the custodian and disburser 
of the fund, and in such cases there is hope 
that it will be so managed as to secure the 
benefits for which it was designed; but in 


the majority of cases itis subject to many 


hands, and what that means is only too 
apparent when the records of such bequests 
are examined, Even in the foreign mission- 
ary service it is said to require 75 cents of 
every dollar given to get the remaining % 
cents to the heathen; and that service does 
not employ nearly as many sinecures and 
pap-suckers as the charitable, which has in 
its employment an army of hungry mouths 
eating up funds in salaries and other un- 
necessary expenses, 

There is one bequest to the Episcopal Mis 
sion for the conversion of Jews of $10,000, 
for instance, which offers large temptations 
in this direction. It might have been stated 
more definitly, $10,000 for the conversion 
of two Jews, for both in England and 
this country the balancing of the books 
has shown that it costs $5,000 per 
capita to convert Jews, and they don’t 
stay converted much longer than the 
money lasts. It is nota pleasant picture to 
contemplate, but it is none the less true that 
a large amount of this great property will 
be eaten up by 


mostly consumed in supporting officials to 
run them. 

This does not detract, however, from the 
goodness of Sarah Burr’s heart or the gener- 
osity of her nature. Her dying record shows 
that this quiet, secluded woman’s sympathies 
went out warmly to every class of suffering 
humanity, and that she has followed closely 
in the footsteps of her Master. It is a good 
record to have in this world and the other, 
atid it shines all the more brilliantly nere by 
reason of the closeness and greediness of 
great wealth, and the little good accom- 
plished by it in helping to relieve the suffer- 
ing in the world.

Last night the Iroquois Club had its first 
banquet—i, e., sun-dance and grand pow- 
wow—where the resemblance of the new to 
the old tribe was described in glowing terms. 

There are many things in the history of the 
Iroquois in such perfect harmony with the 
history of the Democratic party that the 
semi-centennial of the demise of that tribe 
with the semi-centennial demise of the Dem- 
ocratic party might, in the hands of such a 
man as Gen. Vilas, of Wisconsin, be treated 
with grand effect. 

The Iroquois were once a strong tribe in 
New York, but as early as 1000, whenever 
they got into serious trouble, they migrated 
to Canada, and carried on their hostile oper- 
ations from that point. We need not make 
application further than to point out that the 
Democratic party on more than one bistoric- 
al occasion has found Canada a convenient 
refuge from enforced service at home and 
from which to distribute the sinews of war 
to active partisans on this side. 

The Lrequois, from their earliest history un- 
til they were absolutely reduced to obedience 
by arms, were always against the country, 
siding with its enemies; and this was true 
not only in the days of the Revolution, but 
in the British war of 1812, and when the war 
was over they insisted with great vehemence 
and eloquence upon their vested constitu- 
tional rights, especially their right of prop- 
erty. They claimed to be an independent 
sovereignty, existing before the Constitution, 
and owing no allegiance to any mere political 
organization to which they had given a con- 
sent, but from which they might withdraw 
at pleasure. 

Among the eminent early Chiefs of the 
Iroquois was a man named Hendick; in the 
dispersion ot the tribe some of his descend- 
ants reached Indiana, where, if any of them 
éxist at this day, the chances are they are 
Democrats. 

One of the oldest customs of the tribe was 
to bury their dead temporarily, and at inter- 
vals of ten or twenty years hold a general or 
national celebration, when they buried all 
corpses above ground, having a grand ban- 
quet to celebrate the interment. It will be 
noticed that the tribe is true to its tradinonal 
usages. There has not been a general funer- 
al for some years, and now Chicago has been 
selected, and last night the time, by banquet, 
oration, song, and dance. The Iroquois 
brought hither from all parts of the country 
interred the dead so long incambering the 
earth with their now somewhat musty bones 
and dust. This was partly from sanitary 
reasons, and partly to make way for those 
who will perish in the next cot vention. 

The Iroquois had a traditional and histor- 
ical dress, even a little more esthetical and 
“joyous” than that proposed by Oscar 
Wilde, which is thus described: The men 
wore a breech-cloth, the women a short pet- 
ticoat, and both wore moccasins, leggins, 
and in colder weather a free mantie.” It is 
proper to add that the Chicago ch of the 
tribe who gave this celebratica have added 
considerably to this costume, especially in 
the shape of a swallow-tail coat. They have 
also discarded the scalping-knife and the 
tomahawk. 

In the history of the Iroquois it is said that 
they resisted for centuries all efforts to 
Christianize them. But it is said also that 
they worshiped or honored “spirits,” es- 
pecially those of corn or beans. This devo- 
tion to spirits of corn, while inseparable from 
the entire family of Lroquois, is also charac- 
teristic of the whole Bourbon party. We 
question whether an aboriginal Iroquois 
could resent with more vigor the taxation of 
the pure spirits obtained from corn than 
does the Iroquois-Democrat of today. The 
substitution of schvol-houses for distilleries, 
and school-books for spirits, is something 
that was never proposed or tolerated in the 
ante-mortem days of the Democratic party.

We cannot fight the battle unaided and alone. 
The business men of New York have a deep in- 
terest in the contest, and should do 
their utmost to protect the commercial 
supremacy of the § city. The Central 
Railroad is pre@minently a New York institu- 
tion, and deserves the support of its business- 
men. But, for ali that, we have to consider the 
interests of other place on our line. As 
amatter of business, a man at Rochester 
is of just as much consequentve 
to the road as a man at Syracuse, and one at 
Albany as another at Buffalo. We want every 
place on the line of our roads ta prosper, for in 
its success lies the prosperity of the roads them- 
selves.“ 

„What is the present condition of the rail- 
road business?” 

“ I vonsider the outlook to be extremely favor- 

able. We are doing a good business—in fact, 
the traffic is rather larger in volume than it has 
been before, but the low rates of freights have 
PREVENTED OUR REAPING THE FULL AD- 
VANTAGE 
of the increased business. I understand that 
the prospects of large crops this season are ex- 
ceedingly brilliant, and, altogether, it is my 
opinion that „ the railroads will earn more 
money this ‘year than last. The Lake 
Shore Road earned its 8 per cent dividends 
last year, in spite of all he statements to the 
contrary, and I have no doubt that the business 
will be sufficient for the rest of the present year 
te enable it to continue 8 per cent dividends. 
THE SPECULATION IN GRAIN, 
as you are Aware, hurt the railroads consider- 
ably. The prices at Chicago and the West were 
forced to such points that the export 
demand was checked and the rail 
roads suffered accordingly. How utterly 
unjust i some of the talk of legislation about 
railroads! Why. tell me, shonid the transporta- 
tion of grain be a matter of legisiation, when a 
few specuiators, selfish and unwise, are allowed 
to throw the whole carrying business intu con- 
fusion by their speculative movements? Legis- 
late to restrict such ruinous Speculation in 
grain, or else let alone the transportation of it, 
which is regulated sufficiently by competition. 
Talking about competition. see how the Central 
is hemmed in with bankrupt reads! Why, on 
one side is the. Grand Trunk and on the other 
side the Erie, both of them bankrupt. 
THIS I8 COMPETITION ENOUGH FOR ANYBODY. 
They make the rates of transportation, and we 
can get no more than they do, although we pay 
dividends and they do not. They dictate to us 
what we shall carry freight and passengers tor, 
and we dave to submit to the dictation. 
Why is legisiation contemplated? Why this 
talk about a railroad, commission in New York? 
The people do not realize what a railroad com- 
mission might mean to us; they do not realizo 
that to put us under a commission would 
be simply to place us under a 
disadvantage with our competitors. All the 
rival railroada are doing all they can to help for- 
ward the movement to establish a railroad com- 
mission ih this State. Their officers see plainly 
how it would hurt us and heip them. No, no. If 
this State must have a railroad commission, let 
the other States through which our competitors 
run na ve like Commissions. Do not put a New 
York institution like the Central at the very 
mercy of rival lines. | 


“THE PRACTICAL OPERATION OF SUCH A LAW

Perhaps in 
five years more we may look back to the present 
rates and think they were high. It may be~who 
can tell what the results of the growth’ of the 
country and the constant increase of business 
may be? But let the reductions come from 
FAIR AND OPEN COMPETITION. 
The railroads do not want to charge exorbitant 
rates; they cannot afford to do so. They do 
want rates that will give a fair remuneration for 
the work and the investment. When I cannot 
get that 1 tell you 1 sell out and 
go into something else. its a mere 
matter of business, and that's all there fs about 
it, Yes, there is the labor question, of course. 
I do not know what is to be done about it. 
We are paying the same price for 
labor that we did when the profits were much 
larger than they are now. But if we attempt to 
reduce the Wages there goes up 
again a howl from the anti-mo- 
nopolists, who cry that we are grinding 
the poor; that we are taking bread from 
the mouths of our workmen. 1 do not see what 
we can do about it. 

How do the market prices of stocks compare, 
in your opinion, with the reai value of the rail- 
road properties? 

“Stocks of good roads are too low; they have 
been depressed 

BELOW THEIR REAL VALUE. 
Take Lake Shore, for example. It earned its 
dividends last year as I said a few minutes ago, 
but there are men in Wall street who think they 
know more about it than I do, and they will 
tell you, I suppose, that it is not earning 
much of anything. Under good management 
the Lake Shore road cannot ever fail to earn 
more than 6 per cent. I have every reason to 
think it will earn its usual dividends 
this year, and it certainly win if 
the business should improve as 1 think 
it will. But it will pay 6 per cent always under 
good management, and a good 6per cent stock 
like Lake Shore ought to be selling at least at 
120. It bas no reason tobe selling where it is. 
But I suppose it is all owing to 
THOSE BEARS IN WALL STRERT. 
Itis their business to depreciate the value of 
the property of other persons, but it’s a mean 
and dirty business, and that’s all there is about 
it. There are some very good men in Wall 
street of course, and some of the bears I know 
—that is, 1 meet them at the hotels and on 
the street occasionally. 1 nod to some 
of them when I meet them. But they are cheap 
fellows—very cheap men, all of them. When 
a man buys stocks he has got to have 
something to do it with, but a “bear’’— 
pooh! Me selle something he hasn't got, and 
makes money out of the necessities of other 
people. Any man who will take advantage of 
the wants of others isa mean, cheap man. He 
SELLS THE PROPERTY OF WIDOWS AND on- 
PHANS, 

and out of their necessities he crows rich. I tell 
you it's a poor, mean business, and there is 


only one satisfaction, that, ‘easy come, 
easy go.“ These mon usually leave in 
Wall street all they m You will 


see some of them strutting around the hotels 
and smoking cigars, but they are a cheap lot. 
the whole of them. As my father used to say, 
they sell what they haven't got, and that 
is the meanest business in this world. Sustain 
my stocks? Of course I shall protect my prop- 
erty. They can put my stocks down 
if they want to, but 1 think I 
know what they are worth There is 
a price at which I will buy the entire capital 
stock of my roads. What I buy I put away. I 
buy it for what I can make out of it—for the re- 
turns on the investment.” 

AMOS L. HOPKINS, 

First Vice-President of the Wabash, St. Louis & 
Pacific Railroad, who has just returned from a 
tour through the West and Southwest, was asked 
today cOncerning the condition of railroad af- 
fairs. “The relations between the Western 
roads and the trunk lines,”’ he 
said, are perfectly harmonious. The freight 
business has all been settled between them, and 
there will be a meeting tomorrow in this city 
to determine all matters in regard to the 
passenger traffic. The great Western roads are 
at peace amongst themselves, too. Mr. Hopkins 
says he was surprised to nd the outlook ia the 
West so universally and so extremeily favora- 
ble. Mr. Hopkins, speaking of the condition of 
the Wabash Road, said, and it may be taken asa 
foreshadowing of the annual report to be sub- 
mitted at tomorrow's meeting: 

“ THE PASSENGER TRAFFIC 

has increased immensely, For the week ending 
March 7, 1888, our road earned from passengers 
$75,783; for the period of 1881 it earned only 
$45,763. There is an increase of more than 
$30,000. This was chiefly, almost entirely, 
in fact, from local business. 
Jan. 1 to March, 1882, the passenger traffic 
amounted to $607,482; for the same time last year 


Jan. 1 to Maron 7 this year have been $2,656,000. 
They were, for the same period last year, 
$1,844,000. This is an increase of 44 per cent, It 
our road keeps on through the year as it has 
started out (and I can see no reason why it 


should not), ite earnings will be $20,80),- 
000, We estimate that it costs 
60 per cent of the earnings 


to operate the road. That would make the ex- 
penses $12,496,000, leaving $8,329,000 of net 
earnings. Deducting from this the per- 
manent charges, which amount to $5,500,- 
oO, it gives $2,820,000 clear gain, or 
7 per cent on the preferred stock and 3 per cent 
on the common stock. I don’t think this an 
oversanguine estimate, for we 
for the last two months.” 
“Are not your expenses increasing with your 
business? 
“No. That is one of the most encouraging 
signs. Our expenses for December were $1,369,- 
000, for January $1,162,000, and for February 
about $900,000; while, as I have said, our receipts 
were increasing even more rapidly than our ex- 
penses decreased.“ 

RUSSELL SAGE. 
When asked for his opinion of the present 
condition of the railroad business and the pros- 
pects of the companies, tonight, Kussell Sage 
said: “The present inability of promoters 


of railroad enterprises to go on, bemg 
checked by their failure to néego- 
tiate bonds and stocks to secure 


the money to prosecute the work of construc- 
tion, leaves the older and aiready finished roads 
in a better condition than would be possible if 
the mania for building new roads Were to con- 
tinue.” 

“Then you consider the construction of new 
roads practically at a standstill for the pres- 
ent? 

“ Few ſrallroads will be built this year. There 
is a general suspension of this work all over the 
country. lam connected with a dozen of these 
corporations, and in each instance we have 
WOUND UP THE W@RK FOR THE PRESENT, 
after settling with different contractors. I 
do not think they will go on agaia for a year or 
two; perhaps it will be even longer. I am ready 
to go on when I am satisfied that it will 
pay, but 1 am wnalterably opposed to 


There is an uner- 
ring law of progress that tully aone- 
halt of al te new railroad eénteér- 
prises are sWept away, and another set 
of proprietors come in to take their places. The 
history of three-fourths of the roads built 
in the United States shows that the origi- 
nal promoters of the roads have to 
sell out for one-half or less 
of their investment.

New York, March B.— Much excitement was 
created today on the Produce Exchange among 
members of the grain trade by the introduction 
of a resolution caliing for the appointment of a 
special committee to act in concert with the 
Grain Committee, and devise means to prevent 
“eorners”’ in the exchange. Mr. David Bingham 
introduced tne resolution, and those favoring it 
asserted with much emphasis that the present 
laws of the exchange are Utterly inadequate and 
They deciared that a great 
amount of business Was diverted from 
New York by reason of the lack of 
protection extended to honest investors. They 
wanted rules enacted which would preciude the 
possibility of outrageous manipulation of the 
market by operators choosing te pool their in- 
terests. The 

DISCUSSION WAS ANIMATED, 

but when the Chairman called for a vote on the 
motion it was lost by an vverwhelming majority. 
It was stated subsequently that the subject will 
come up again, the vote being asked from the 
grain trade only for the purpose of obtaining a 
test of sentiment. The bulls in the market ali 
agree that the present law is quite sufficient, 
covers all ground, and insures all the pro- 
tection necessary.

LETTERS OF REGRET. 


Tilden, Hancock, Biack, and the Others 
Who Could Not Come. 

The Secretary then read the following letters 
of regret, which were attentively listened to, 
and at times excited a great deal of enthusiasm 
and prolonged cheering: 

SAMUEL J. TILDEN. 

Graystone, Yorkers, N. V., Mareh 11. 1882.— 
To S. Corning Judd, Chairman, and Members of 
the Commilttee—GENTLEMEN: I have received 
your letter conveying to me an invitation to at- 
tend a banquet of the Iroquois Club to be held 
in Chicago on the 15th inst., the anniversary of 
the birth of Avodrew Jackson, and to 
respond to the toast “Democracy.” It 
will not be practicabie for me to be present with 
you on that occasion, but I cordially sympathize 
in the homage you propose to pay to the mem- 
ory of that great soldier and statesman. He 

ted the exultant nationality of seuti- 
ment which had always characterized the De- 
mocracy, and he manifested in a great public. 
crisis his own invincible determination to main- 
tain the territorial integrity of our country and 
the indissoluble union of the States. He like- 
wise represented the beneficent Jeffersonian 
philosophy, which prefers that nothing shall be 
done by the General Government which the 
local authorities are competent to do; and 
nothing by any governmental power which 
individuals can do for themselves. The great 
contests of hie Administration arose out of his 
efforts to resist the usurpation by Congress of 
powers in derogation of the rights of localities 
and of individuals as well as of the Constitu- 
tion. I well remember that in the debate in 162 
on the veto of the bill to recharter the Bank of 
the United States Mr. Webster, with all bis elo- 
quence, denounced and deplored the spectacie of 
the Executive disclaiming the powers and dis- 
manti the Government of waoich be was the 
head. overgrowth of abuses and arroga- 
tions of authority which now conceal as they 
have distorted our political system would have 
seemed fifty years when that debate oc- 
curred, as incredible to Webster as they would to 
Jackson. The Government can never be re- 
stored and reformed except from the inside, and 
by the active and intelligent agency of the Ex- 
ecutive. We must bope that Providence will 
in its own good time raise up a man adapted and 
qualified for the wise execution of this 
great work, and that the people will put him in 
ion of the executive administration 
through which alone that noble mission can be 
accomplished, and the health and life of our po- 
litical system be preserved and invigorated.

liinois is much more than any one of the sov- 
ereign coequal States of the United States. Un- 
doubtedly the State of Illinois, one of the units 
of the Federal system of Government, with the 
other States of the Union, has, by the Constitu- 
tion and its amendments, conceded ex- 
tensive wers to the Government of 
the United States to be exercised by 
that Government for National purposes 
alone; but it is equally clear to those who 
entertain the opinion that the rights and liber- 
ties of the people can only be secured by con- 
stitutions and laws which can be enfor ; that 
‘the powers not delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution ner prohibited by it to the 
States are reserved to States respectively, 
or to the people; and that the State of Lilinois, 
with its sister States, is fully protected iu the 
possession of all its just political powers by this 
constitutional reservation. 

It was the earnest conviction that the pow- 
ersof sovereignty are divided between the Gov- 
ernment of the United States and the 
States: that each is sovereign in its 
sphere of constitutional action, and nei 
ther sovereign in sphere of the 
others, and that the preservation of this admira- 
ble adjustment of the relations of the goveru- 
ments of the United States and of the States 
was essential to the preservation of the rights 
and liberties of the people, in comparison with 
which forms of government are vaiueless; that 
when officially connected with the Goverument 
of the State vf lilinois I resisted and resented 
every invasion of its authority and every attack 
upon its dignity. 

“TI then repudiated the offensive offer of the 
President of the United States and of some of 
his subordinates to assume the protection 
of the people of the largest city of the 
State, because of the assumption of the 
duty to protect them implied a right to govern 
them—duties and rights which the President 
bad no power to assume and which 1 had no 
right to concede, and which the peupie intended 
by their admirable conduct under the most try- 
ing circumstances proved they did not require.

WORST AND MOST DANGEROUS 
a free people were ever compelled to endure. 
The Constitution of 1848, in some of its most 
valuable provisions, had become obsolete and 
was habitually disregarded by every department 
of the State Government. 

“ By examining the proceeding of the execu- 
tive, judicial, and legisiative departments of 
the Government for a period before 1870, it will 
be seen that the people were subject, in a great 
measure, to the rule of mere official discretion 
to an extent which bas no parallel except in the 
1 ame of the Government of the United 

tates. 5 

It is not necessary to refer particularly to 
the exaugples of exequtive, legisiative, and judi- 
cial usurpations in the history of the State, for 
they were corrected and reformed by the people 
in the adoption of the Constitution of 1870: but 
who can euumerate the instances of usurpation, 
profligacy, of corruption and wastefuloess from 
which no departmentof the Government of the 
United States is exémpt, and what means can 
be found to check or control them? 

“The Acting Prestlent of tne United States, 
elevated to his present place by an event which 
must rank as a National misfortune, acts as if 
the offices created by law for the public 
were the pruverty of bimself and his associates 
and followers, to be offered and bestowed either 
as compliments to those whom the peopie of 
their States have rejected. or to be used asa 
means for corrupting the people of the States 
and controiling the elections. or of rewarding 
greedy partisans.

“The Democratic Press was responded to by 

Henry Watterson, of the Louisvilie Courter- 


Journal. He said: 

Since the days of Ritchie and Blair a change, 
aud a very great change, has come over the 
svirit and practice of journalism in this country. 
From Jackson to Buchanan each Democratic 
Administration bad an organ in the National 
Capita! which got its cue from the White House 
and gave laws to the Democratic party and the 
Democratic press. Nota vestige of this system 
remains. The enormoug development of the 
newspaper business has made the coliection of 
news the first condition of newspaper success; 
this collection of news is, in turn, a matter of 
organization and large and costly machinery;

Whatever system of govern- 
ment iftterferes with these rights further than is 
necessary for man’s protection in their pursuit 
is opposed to natural law and unjust to the no- 
bi of created beings. [Applause.] All s 
cial privileges, monopolies, anc class legisiatiop 
by which advantages are given to 

over otbers 80 
unjust encronchmenjs upon the freedom 
which by Nature's law belongs to ail. If all men 
would act justly toward each other, and band- 
and-hand go along together, seexing the t 
good of each and all, no human laws would be 
needed to guide them in the paths of biiss. But 
all meu bave not yet arrived at that state of per- 
fection that they will always so govern their ac- 
tion as not to encroach on the rights of others; 
hence governments are necessary to restrain the 
viciousand the wicked. The nearer these govern- 
ments approach to 

INDIVIDUAL GOVERNMENT 
the less the encroachment upon natural lib- 
erty. 

As it would be best that each individual’ 
should act justiy if he would, 60 it is best, 
since some will not, that the restraints 
which the peace and good order of society 
require to be imposed upon all should ap- 
proach as near individual government as 
possible.

Meeting of the Creditors of a Bust 
Louisville Whisky Firm. 
Lorem, Ky., March 15.—A meeting of the 
creditors of Newcomb, Buchanan & Co., held at 
12 m. today. was largely attended by creditors 
from all parte of the country. Thomas L. Bar- 
rett, President of the Bank of Kentucky, was 
Chairman. A statement submitted showed the 
company’s liabilitiesto be $1,640,000, and the 
assets $2,333,000. G. C. Buchanan showed a sur- 
plus of private assets over liabilities of $375,000. 
Andrew Buchanan showed a surplus of 825,000. 
The principal features of the propositions sub- 
mitted were as follows: To pay secured debts 
in one, two, and three years at 6 per cent; to 
pay unsecured in five years, with 6 
interest; the distilling prop- 
erty of the company and the private 
property of the Buchbanans to be mortgaged to 
secure the unsecured debts. On suggestion, 
Buchanan amended the proposition so that fal- 
ure to pay any note at maturity made the whole 
debt due. The propositions of the two classes 
of creditors were then submitted to the meeting 
separately, and it was in each case declared 
unanimously that the propositions should be 
accepted by all the creditors. A committee of 
nine was a nted to examine the assets and 
the scheduies of the assets and liabilities, and 
to call a meeting of the creditors when ready to 
make a final report, but to report progress at an 
meeting tomorrow.

Large as the immigration to this country and 

Manitoba was iast year, everything indicates 

that it will be twice as heavy this year. On ac- 

count of the mild winter emigration this year 
has set in a month earlierthan usual. Last year 
but few emigrants were taken West and North- 
west before Aprill. This year the rush com- 
menced about March 1, and has already as- 
sumed immense proportions. Special trains 
with emigrants arrive here every few days. It 
is estimated that from Canada aloue not less 
than 50,000 emigrants will migrate to Manitoba 
and the Northwest during this season. Emi- 
grants from Burope have also begun to arrive 
and the advices are 

ar- 

rive during the season. Most of the Cana- 
dian ‘emigrants seek homes in Manitoba 
the Northwest. The inavians 

also show a preference for the Northwest, as the 
climate there corresponds with that of their 
old country. The Germans, Irish, etc., do not 
fine themselves to any rticular section, 
but go where they can find best opportuni- 
ties for makmg a good living. Many of these 
go to Nebraska and Kansas, but a large number 
of them also prefer to settle in the Northwest, 
as that portion of the country is believed to of- 
fer the t opportunities for farmers. Very 
few emigrants are destined forthe South and 

Southwest, although the roads in those sections 

make strenuous efforts to induce emigrants to 

select those portions of the country for their 
future homes. 

The Michigan Central thus far this season has 
brought in over 2,000 e rants from Canada 
and over 100) from urope, Yesterday 
the Michigan Central brought in three 
Special trains with emigrants from Europe. 
Most of these are destined for points in the 
West and Southwest. This morning Michi- 
gan Central will bring in between and 800 
emigrants trom along the line of the Great 
Western Raliway in Canada. The Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern will also bring in this morn- 
ing three car-loads of emigrants, who come 
from Europe, and are destined for Dakota and 
Minnesota. 


The Fight Between the Bock Island, 
Northwestern, and Milwaukee & St.

An important meeting of the General Freight 
Agents and Managers of the railroads and fast- 
freight lines leading from this city to Onio 
River points and from thence to points in the 
South will be heid at the Grand Pacific today 
for the purpose of settling the difficulties that 
have existed among those lines for some time 
past regarding rates and divisions on Southern 
business. Heretofore the Southern Railway & 
Steamboat Association, a combination of South- 
ern roads, but not including the Cincinnati 
Southern, has made the rates on through busi- 
ness for the roads south and north of the Ohio 
River. As tne Cincinnati Southern is not a 
member of the Southern Railway & Steamboat 
Association, it was not bound by the rates dic- 
tated by that assoviation, and consequently made 
such rates as it saw fit from Cincinnati. This gave 
Cincinnati an advantage over Chicago and other 
Western cities which depend principally upon 
the Louisville & Nashville ana other association 
roads for their Southern outiets. A quiet war 
has been going on between the Cincinnati 
Southern and the Louisville & Nashville Roads 
for some time past, and this fact worked still 
further injury to the lines north of the Ohio, as 
the cut rates only applied to the business south 
of the river.

The Philadelphia Commercial Er- 
changes Araument Before the Ad« 
vVisory Commission, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 15.—The Commer- 
cial Exchange, in addressing the Advisory Com- 
mission of the trunk lines, goes much further 
than the Board of Trade, and claims an equality 
of elevator charges as well as differential rates, 
and asks that Philadelphia be put upon the 
same basisas Baltimore: It is known that, 
while charters are made in Philadelphia in- 
variably with the understanding that no charge 
is to be made to the vessels tor loading grain, 
yet on the contrary it is and has been the cus- 
tom during the period of the four years named 
to charge in New York halt a cent per bushel to 

-w- on each and every bushel loaded, 

while in Baltimore, up to the Ist day of Decem- 

ber, 1880, it was the custom to charge vessels 
three-eighths of a cent per bushel for similar 
services. Itcan be readily there- 

fore, that a vessel chartering in New York at a 

given rate, say five shillings per quarter—4s0 

pounds—will be really receiving as her net 
freight whe equivalent of twopence per 
quarter less, or half a cent. Ameri- 
can currency per bushel of sixty pounds, or 
ot one cent per bundred pounds less 
than a vessel chartering in Philadelphia at the 
same nominal! rate; while a vessel chartered in 

Baltimore at the same rate would be practicall 

receiving three-eighths of a cent per bushel, 

a penny halfpenny per quarter, or .68 of one 

cent per hundred pounds less thana vessel 

chartering in Philadelphia at the same nominal 
rates. Elevator cargoes in Philadelphia and 

Baltimore are ope and one-quarter cents per 

bushel for the unieading from cars 

into elevator and delivering free on board 
vesseis at the elevators, igcluding ten days 
storage, and the rate of storage for 
each succeeding period of ten days is three- 
eighths of one cent per bushel, whilst it is also 
well known that the rate for the same service in 
New York as charged by the railroad elevators 
is only a quarter of one cent per bushel, tnclud- 
ing storage for the first period, and the rate of 
storage for each succeeding period of ten days is 
ouly one-quarter of one cent per bushel. Thus 
the charges made upon the grain by the ele- 
vators for similar services are one cent 
per bushel higher on the Philadelphia and Balti- 
more grain handied, and one-eighth of one cent 
more for storage for each period of ten days, 
Whether the elevator charges are or are not too 
high is not relevant, and it really makes no dif- 
ference whether an independent enarge is made 
by the raiiroad, or whether the elevator transfer 
charges are merged under the general head of 
transportation and the private elevators paid by 
the railroads, instead of directly by the public. 
But we do claim these should be equal at 
the three competitive points, both for transter 
and storage. Each bushel before being

Explosion of a Boiler in a Last Factory 
at Lynn, Mass.—One Man Killed. 
Spectat Diapatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., March 16.—A calamity which 
occurred at half - past 6 o'clock thie morning at 
Lyno reoks in horror with any that have pre- 
ceded it in the year. A boiler exploded in the 
last factory of Goodwin & Bro. on Sprmg street, 
completely destroying a large building, killing 
one man, injuring several, and throwing 200 
men and women out of work. The engineer, 
John B. Moore, was seen outside his room 
a moment before the explosion, and, when 
the ominous sound brought the people 
to the scene, he was found to 
have been hurled nearly fifty feet, 
receiving injuries which resulted in death with- 
in balf an bour. A wooden building adjoining 
was as total a wreck as if it had been crushed 
and rubbed between a pair of mighty bands. 
Not an upright post remained standing, and the 
débris was piled many feet high. The boiler, as 
was subsequently learned, shot about 200 feet 
into the air, and fell some hundreds of yards 
away. Nearing the ground, it cut off a part of 
the roof of No. 9 Newhall street, and struck the 
house of Councilman Charles F. Burrill, 
directiy opposit, crushing in the wall of 
a chamber, throwing Mr. Burrill and his wife 
out of bed, and overturning much of the furni- 
tare. The boiler did not enter the house, but fell 
to the sidewalk, shattering some steps and a 
fence, and, making a large hole in the front 
yard. Twenty or more buildings near the site 
of the boiler-house bore marks of the shock, 
and several close escapes from serious harm 
came to notice. Immediately after the explo- 
sion an alarm of fire was given, for, although 
what slight fire was’ disco 
ily extinguish 
the hand of expe 
recovery of bodies feared to be buried in 
ruins. wooden build destroyed was near- 
ly surrounded by othegfactosies, and it was not 
koown whether or not many of the persons em- 
ployed in any of places had put in an ap- 
pearance before the accident. William Queer- 
eau, of ll Mudge street. was one of the first 
men found. He had bee seriously ſujured by 
falling timbers. Eben Goldthwaite a deep cut 
on his face, but was otherwise uninjured. Perie 
es oy of 26 Silsbee street, was found benea 
a pile of débris. An examination showed that 
he had been badly hurt in the ec that his 
temple was cut, his face burnt, his back and 
right arm injured. Naturally a rumors 
were given currency by the crowd of spectators 
that the dead engineer had more than once ex- 
pressed a fear the boiler was unsafe. Moore 
was considered a competent and careful man 
for his place. Itisasinguiac fact that an ex- 
plosion occurred at this very same place some 
years „ What the loss of life would have 
been the disaster happeued an hour 
later is a matter for conjecture.

Stocks opened strong, and continued so to the 
close. Transactions were moderately large. 
Leading stocks were well supported, and the 
bears did not seem anxious to renew their guer- 
rilla tactics of the day before, except in one or 
two stocks. At the same time it is manifest 
from the record of transacuons that the large 
bears have not covered. The bulls, who appear 
to have almost complete control of the wires 
nowadays, assert that all the preparations have 
been made for a great bear hunt, but admit that 
they do not expect the great bears to cover 
until prices hade gone about five points 
higher. All the indications on the surface 
point to a combination of the greatest wealth 
and power to advance prices. But no such com- 
bination can do more than produce a temporary 
effect on prices unless the essential conditions 
of the business of the country warrant. Pros- 
perity is not produced by Wali street cliques, 
nor can it be destroyed by them. If the Vander- 
bilt-Gould-Sage-Field combination to support 
the market has realiy been made, as asserted 
in the dispatches, it would be folly to deuy that 
it may have a most powerful effect in steadying 
prices and conserving confidence. No elements 
exist for a panic, and yet one might instantly be 
precipitated if the men who are now reported to 
bave united in defense of the market had at- 
tacked it with the enormous power of their 
millions. 

The bears are unconverted. They point to the

“MISS ADA SWEET. 


The Pensioners Petition the Pres- 
ident for Her Reappoint- 
ment. 


& e Plea Made in Hor Favor by 
William Bross. 


In answer to invitations sent out, a meeting of 
pensioners were heid at the Sherman House last 
evening to take action on the question of the 
reappointment of Miss Ada Sweet to the position 
of Pension Agent for this State There were 
about 100 persons present. 

Col. R. W. Ricaby was called töne chair, and 
spoke briefly of the objects of thé meeting and 
in eulogy of Miss Sweet. She had made, he said, 
a faithful and efficient officer, and while he bad 
nothing to say against her competitors, he 
thought the pensioners agreed with bim in de- 
siring to see her reappointed. 

Col. Shurly beartily indorsed what had been 


said, and moved the appointment of a Commit- 


tee on Resolutions to give expression to the sen- 
timent of the meeting. 

The motion prevailed, and Messrs. Shurly, 
Melcher, Gilbert, Stevens, and Maucher were 
appointed as the committee, and they retired at 
once. 

During the absence of the committee 

WILLIAM BROSS 
was called upon, and spoke warmly in favor of 
Miss Sweet. He quoted liberally from a paper 
on the life and services of Gen. Sweet, read by 
him before the Chicago Historical Society June 
18, 1878. The following are afew of the points 
be made: 

Mr. Presipent: You have assigned to me 6 
very pleasant duty, if | can say or do anything 
to assist you in the effort you are making to 
have Miss Sweet retained in the office she has 80 
ably and so acceptably filled.

On the dot May, i864, be took command of 
Camp Douglas; and permit me to say chat 1 
kuow personally that be was here, by bis in- 
domintable energy, untiring vigilance, and un- 
equaicd shrewdoess, the mcans of 
SAVING OUR CITY FROM PILLAGE, FIRE, 

AND SLAUGHTER. 

He thus frustrated one of the best-planned 
schemes of the Rebels during the War—to turn 
loose 10,000 or 12,000 Rebel prisoners, all fully 
equipped—with officers, arms, and ammunidon 
—upon our city. All this was accomplished by 
only 736 men alt told. It was done by 58 
bands of this little army constantly on the wat 

as detectives, and arresting in detail the Kebel 
spies, officers, and recruits as they arrived, and 
capturing the Generals of the Kuightsof the 
Golden Circle with their arms, who, wretches as 
they were, were among ourown citizens. In a 
general order, on the th of November, 1864, 
Gen. Sweet said: 

“On the 6th of November this garrison, and 
the immense interests committed to its éare in 
this camp and in the City of Chicago, were 
threatened by Southern and Northern traitors 
from within and without. Added duty was de- 
manded of men already worn. Detachments 
from the garrison and heavy and repeated de- 
tails were made, with ‘scarcely an interval of 
rest allowed, which, it not done from absolute 
necessity, would have been cruel. Officers and 
enlisted mea of the command answered each 
new call with a cheerful alacrity and earnest 
zeal which commands the warmest admiration. 
Seldom have so few men been charged with the 
protection of interests so gregt—never bave 
such interests been more faithfuily guarded.” 

My paper before the Historical Society adds: 

f course, the modest, brave man who di- 
rected all these movements, gives no bint of his 
own exhaustive labors in all 

THESE WEEKS OF DANGER, 

He not only attended sharply to all the duties 
as commander of the post, but he organized and 
sent out scores of detectives in all directions; he 
scanned their reports with an eagie’s eye; and, 
from a great mass of isolated facts, traced out 
the plansof his wily enemies, their location, 
and their expected part in the breakmg out of 
the Rebels from the camp and the sacking of 
the city. Knowledge of all these, and much 
more, was wrought out by his sharp, incisive 
judgment and ceaseiess energy.’ 

After the arrest of the Rebel Generals, Gren- 
Tol, Shanks, Marmaduke, Walsh, Cantrall, and 
others, the leading loyal paper of tbe city, on 
the th Of, November, said: 

“The praises of this vigilant, untiring officer 
are on every tongue. Those whose homes have 
been saved from midnight piliage and contia- 
gration, whose families huve been rescued from 
a perfect carnival of horrors by his promptness 
and energy. will hoid the name of Gen. B. J. 
Sweet in everlasting gratitude. When the story 
of this bideous conspiracy to let loose 10,000 
cutthroats upon a defenseless city comes to be 
written, people will not only appreciate the 
maguitude ot the danger which has been averted 
from them by the cool head and steady nerve of 
one man, but they will be astonished at the per- 
severance and skill with which the plot has been 
terreted out and the riugieaders tracked to their 
cover.’ 

It children inherit the property of their fa- 
thers, how much more surely and gratefully 
should the people accord to them the gratitude 
and the honors due those fathers, especially 
when those children are worthy of their nobie 
ancestry.

through these lands to the Atlantic & Pacific 
Railroad Company; and, turther, Congress has 
passed a resolution probibiting any further set- 
tiement of Indians upon these lands by reason 
of the menace their occupancy would be to the 
farming and industrious frontier settlement in 
the Stutes of Texas and Kansas. 


AN HEIRESS TRIUMPHS. 


Judicial Decision in the Matter of an 


Estate Valued at Nearly a Million 


Dollars. 

PitTspcorG, Fa., March 13.—In the United 
States District Court today an order was issued 
in the weli-known Linton case. it will be re- 
membered that an Eogiishman of that name 
married a rich American girl and sued her 
guardian to recover possession of her estate, 
which amounts to nearly $1,000,000, and which 
was inherited from the late James E. Brown, of 
Kittanning, her grandfather. Mrs. Linton is 
now 20 years old, and lives with her husband at 
Brighton, England. When she was married she 
lived at Clifton Springs, N. V. Jud Neale, 
who is Mrs. Lintou's a refu to turn 
over to her some divi ds on the ground that 
her husband wanted to get hold of them, coun- 
sel also alleging that Linton was only an assumed 
name 

Jude Acheson deoides that Judge Neale's ap- 
pointment, made under the act of 1850, allows 
the guardian only a limited control of Mrs, Lin- 
tou's property, and that she is entitied to the 
use and enjoyment ot tne dividends on the bank 
stock in question without the intervention of 
her guardian. The bank is directed to pay the 
same to her on ber individual check. As to the 
matter ot misnomer, itis held that it does not 
make any difference what the husband's name 
might bave been at some previous time. He 
was married to the present claimant as A. F. 
Linton, and bas been since known and recog- 
nized by that name enly. The order of the Court 
directs the First National Bank of Kittan- 
ning to pay to Mrs. Pheebe R. E. Biwina Linton 
or ber counsel the dividend deciared on the 
stock during 1881 and all dividends now or here- 
after deciared, aud that James B. Neale be re- 
strained from attempting the collection of div- 
idends declared upon this stock. An order was 
also granted restraining James B. Neale from 
interfering with the estate of Mrs. Linton vested 
in her by the will of James E. Brown, deceased.

The packing for the season, as has been the case 
for several years, exceeds the net supply of hogs 
as reported by the officials of the Union Stock- 
Yards and the empiloyés of the railroads. Pack- 
ers who commenced operations during the last 
few days in October no doubt included their hogs 
in the returns for the winter season. The re- 
ceipts of hogs by teams also were fair, but not 
as large as in past winter seasons, owing to the 
mild weather and the bad condition of the roads 
leading to the city. 

The most striking point in the report is the 
fact that, while the number of hogs packed is 
U per cent less, the production of barreled 
pork is given as 14% percent greater than for 
the twelve months preceding. We do not sup- 
pose there is any mistake in the figures. If not, 
the fact shows the tendency of the intense spec- 
ulation of the past twelve months, combined 
with a big reduction in the export movement. 
The stut! was put up in the shape of pork be- 
cause there was often no demand for the meats 
at equivalent prices. We may add that it is dif- 
ficuit to see what will be done with the immense 
stock of pork now on band. 

Oowles & Dunkley also present a report, the 
footings of which are in some cases less than 
those given above. The chief cause of the dif- 
ference is the omission of some small houses. 
which obtain most of their hogs from the regu- 
lar slaughter-houses, and may, therefore, be in- 
cluded in their returns. C. & D. give the foilow-

The New York Sun is leading the assault upon 
the memory of James A. Garfield, in the name 
of Gen. Rosecrans and for the benefit of Modoc 
Conkimg and others who are interested in 
smirching the fame of the late President. The 
Sun ventures to ftalk about the treachery of 
Garfield and the betrayal of his commander, 
and the New York Truth speaks of the deceit 
and faisehood of Garfield to Rosecrans; and 
these gross charges ape put in still grosser form 
in communications that appear in journals that 
permit correspondents the largest latitude. The 
same charges were made by Sbhacknasty Jim 
Conkling and his crowd before the 24 of July. 
The same dirty epithets were buried at the Pres- 
ident then by the star-route newspapers. 

The bateful war which we had thought ended 
in the murder of the President is revived in 
efforts to assasinate bis character. This is done 
under pretense of doing justice to rans, 
who was Garfield’s superior officer, in the mil- 
itary sense of the term; and it is expected to 
heip Modoc Coukling; who set up to be the Boss 
of the Administration, because it was claimed 
that if de had been treacherous, be might have 
defeated the nominee of the Chi Conven- 
tion. The use of Rosecrans is artful, for the 
poor man has not the slightest idea of it. Here- 
tofore Dana has been to rans the most 
despicavie of men. e has denounced bim in 
terms expressing the greatest contempt and ab- 
borrence, and now he and Dana are working to- 
gether dociie to each others purposes as a yoke 
of oxen.

COLLECTOR SPALDING. 


Things in Washington as Viewed by 
Hin. 


Jesse Spalding, Collector of the Port of Chica- 
go, returned from Washington yesterday, after 
an absence of three weeks. In an interview 
with a Tinu reporter Mr. Spaiding stated 
that the business calling him to the Capital bad 
in the main been satisfactorily accomplished. 
The chief matter of ifiterest to the Northwest 


he considered to be the Hennepin Canal project, 
and the success of the friends of the enterprise 


ready well known. The matter was at present 
in possession of the Committee on and 
Canalis, and the committee was e to ren- 
der a favorabie report today. 
Another matter of importance to Chicago was 
the effort being made by Health Commissioner 
DeW oif to secure the ge of a quarantine 
act that would effectuaily protevt this city from 
the small-pox, the germs of which were brought 
here every season by European emigrants.

DeWolf found the National Board of Health 
passive and disinclined to render him such as- 
sistance as the importance of his mission de- 
manded. He then appealed to the Chicago Con- 
gressmen and Collector Spaiding, and together 
they prevailed upon the President to give 
Dr. De Woif an audience, the result of which 
was a promise on the part of the President that 
he would send aspecial message to Congress 
calling attention to the urgent necessity of a 
measure providing for —

standard only, as had already been done at most 
ot the Eastern ports. 

Mr. Spalding was asked what he had heard in 
Washington respect! the reappointment of 
Miss Sweet as Pension nt, and he replied that 
there was very little talk there about the matter. 

While be was 
in Washington, Col. Scribner came down, in- 
tending to ask nis friends for their influence in 
gaining bis n to the place, but wuen 
he learned t there were other candidates 
making a strong fight for the place, and that 
they might wake it uncomfortabie for Miss 
Sweet, be . withdrew, preferring not to 
have it said that be was making a downright 
fight against a woman.
